Within the compaſs of one Age,I mean the 
eleventh s Century,almok all the Nations of Exrope fell under 
this Diſcipline, France, England,Scotland, Spain, and Germa- 
#y3 and ſome of them ſeveral times over 3. and {o it has gone 

wn in following Ages. The nature of the puniſhment we 
may learn from * Matthew Paris,who deſcribing the Interdia 
in the days of King Fobz,which laſted amongſt us for ſix years, 
three months, and fourteen days. There ceaſed throughout Eng- 
land all Ecclefiaſtical Rites, Abſolution and the Euchariſt to perſons 
in their laſt Agonies,the baptitzing of Infants only excepted: alſo the 
bodies of the dead were drag'd ont of Cities and Filager, and bu- 
ried like the Carkaſſes of Dogs in the high pays and ditches with- 
out any prayers or the Sacerdotal Miniſtry.” One would imagine 
that he who pretends to hold his Empire from the Charter of 
paſce oves, the feeding of Chriſts Sheep would find himſelf 
concerned not to deſtroy and ſtarve them, or withhold from 
them their ſpiritual food for almoſt ſeven years together 3 an 
unuſual preſcript for abſtinence in order unto health. But we 
may not wonder at all this; for i paſce oves with a Roman 
Comment means all Coercion and Dominion 3 and they who 
take away the Scriptures and half the Communion from the 
Layty are not to bc controuPd, if they alſo withhold the 
other offices of picty.

Sothat Vice being brought to this caſte rate, beſides 
all other miſadventures, unleſs we will ſtand for the 
honour of being Cuckolds, and haveour Poſterity ſhare 
the Title which is Proverbial in Popiſh Countrys, to be 
fils de Preſtre., it will concern us to look about us, while 
*tis time, and prevent theſe vile diſhonours which are 
preparing for us. If it ſhall be ſaid, that *tis not imagi- 
nable men ſhould pervert ſo facred an aQion, as the re- 
eciving of Confeſſions to thoſe purpoſes of villany that 
are ſuggeſted. 1 anſwer firſt, That we may without 
breach of charity fuppoſe that thing poſſibly to be done, 
which is notoriouſly known'to have been done : - as alfo, 
that the horrour of the crime is competently allayed by 
their Do&rine, whothink only marriage,and not * For- 
nication inconſiſtent with the dignity of a Clergy-man. 
And therefore the Nephews of great Clergy-men and 
Popes have in all Ages been own'd and preferred, and 
moreover, * Fornication has been allowed to Prieſts 
and Friers in compenſation for their reſtraint from mar- 
riage, three or four Whores as part of their ſpiritual 
preferment. I fay, all this being put together, there 
will be little hopes to preſerve honeur 1n Families, 
where ſo many. Circumſtances concur together to be- 
tray it. &: Lhe 
11. After all this there ſill remains a farther reaſon 
why we ſhould: refift the growth of Popery, even the 
molt” prefling that can be urged, Self-preſervation, to 
avoid Impriſonment and: Inquitition, Fire and Fagot,
